Incidental td Comstock’s testimony 

was filed a description of the architect's 

“den,”’ written by Thaw and illustrated 

with crude diagrams of an apartment 

fitted like a forest, in which, Thaw 
said, drugged victims of ‘‘a gang of rich 
criminals’’ wandered in vain search for 
secret doors. 

The lawvers for the defense played 

Comstock’s testimony as a coup, calling 

ce. unexpectedly and catching District 
ttorney Jerome off guard. The prose- 
“ ytor fought Comstock’s story every 
1ch of the way, but he was visibly 
wearted after his hard fencing match 
with Evelyn Thaw and his arguments 
were considered weak. 

-Mrs. Wiliam” Thaw was récalled as 
a witness for her son at the ¢onclusion 
of Comstock’s ‘testimony. 

Mr. Comstock. said he was vice-pres- 

ident and special agent of. the Soclety 
for the Suppression of Vice, having 
held that position for many years. * 

“Do you know Harry Thaw?” asked 
Attorney Littleton. 

“Yes.”’ & 

Mr. Comstock said that. Harry Thaw 
called at his office in February, 1904, 
and complained of a person who was 
wronging young (girls after drugging 
them in his apartments. Thaw went 
into details, which the witness repeated 
so far as he could remember. , 


Heard Girls Scream. 


The . witness identified several com- 
munications from Thaw. One of the 
papers was a diagram of the premises 
where, he declared, ‘‘evil men were car- 
rying on criminal practices.”’ Thaw 
declared that workmen on _ buildings 
near these premises had heard girls 
scream, and suggested that men be sent 
to watch the entrances to the place. 
Thaw also said he had communicated 
with the Secretary for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children, suggesting that 
& search warrant be issued and an 
investigation be made of the house, 
which was in Twenty-second street. 

“Thaw told me he had been followed 
to my office the second time by men 
who were employed to watch him,” 
continued the witness. ‘I sent severa) 
men out in the hallway to se if anyone 
was there.” 

Mr, Jerome objected to this testimony, 
and it came out in the discussion that 
no one had followed Thaw. 

At the second interview on Nov. 7, 
194, Thaw produced certain papers 
which he showed to Comstock and they 
discussed Stanford Whi ‘nd others 
who were friends of t' ' architect 
and who were in the !.... » assem- 
bling at the “den’ on Twenty-second 
street. 

Thaw, witness swore, sald he was 
positive White had in his room on Mad.

Comstock declared that Thaw men- 
tioned the names of certain girls who 
had been ruined and later furnished 
him the list of these names. He also 
asked him to see the District Attorney 
and have the men who frequented these 
places punished. 

Comstock told him to go to the Socie- 
ty for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, get some of the agents and 
then, by the aid of a search warrant. 
raid the premises and get the needed 
evidence. Comstock says be also prom. 
ised to bring the matter to District At- 
torney Jerome's attention. Thaw de- 
clared he had been shadowed to Cam. 
stock's office, but witness declared his 
men investigated and concluded he was 
mistaken.

Patrolman Terrence Keaney is dy ng 
at his home, 108 South Theresa avenue, 
from a cancer said to have resulted 
from a fist blow struck by a giant Boer 
soldier three ,years ago during the 
World's Fair. Physicians in attendance 
say the policeman cannot live, ahd the 
family gathered at the beds'de has 
abandoned hope. 

While the South African Boer War 
spectacle was being presented at the 
exposition, several of the Boer soldiers 
became involved im a general fight and 
Keaney, -who was stationed on the 
grounds, tried to stop them. He fought 
his way to the tallest in the scrimmage 
and disarmed h'm. The soldier struck 
Keaney in the right breast, almost fell- 
ing him, but Keaney used his stick ef- 
fectively and subdued the man, - whom 
he released without taking his name. 

The blow on Keaney’s chest caused a 
deep bruise, from which cancer resulted.

The policeman is 
40 years old, married, and has been on 
the force 15 years. ‘‘Bart’’ Keaney, a 
brother, is a’city detective.

cover as the woman continued firing. 
Eyery table in the cafe was occupied, 
arc when Mrs. Clark dropped the first 
revolver and began to shoot at herself, 
there was a rush for elevators and 
stairways. Tables were overturned, 
women fainted anu several persons were 
trampled on in the crush. 
Had Three Revolvers. 

In the muff in which the third re 
volver was found there also was a 
passbook on the Empire City Bank. 
showing the woman had made a deposit 
there today of $20. 

Mrs. Clark was fashionably dressed 
and appeared to be refined. She was 
about thirty years old and wore a wed- 
ding ring. 

Brady was 27. The police detained 
Benjamin Edelman of Seventeenth street 
and Surf avenue, Coney Island, as a 
witness. He was standing a few feet 
from the Clark woman at the time of 
the shooting.

Evans cabled the Navy Department 
from Rio Janeiro that his fleet with the 
exception of the Arethusa, sailed today 
for Punta Arenas. 

According to a cablegram from Rio 
Janeiro, Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans 
will make important experiments with 
Alexander Graham Bell’s§ aeroplane 
when the Atlantic fleet stops for target 
practice in Magdelena Bay, on the Pa- 
cific Coast.

The cable states that 5000 persons were 
guests at a farewell reception on the 
Minnesota yesterday. The fleet sails to- 
day for Punta Arenas, the last stop be- 
fore the fleet reaches Sandy Point, 
where the alignment for the hazardous 
voyage through the Straits of Magellan 
will be formed, 

It is estimated that $600,000 was spent 
by the Americans ashore while the fleet 
was anchored off Rio.

NORWEGIAN SUPPLY OF 
WOOD PULP T0 BE KEPT UP 


One Society Alone Has Plantea 
More’ Than 30,000,000 Trees in 
the Last Six Years. 


From the New York Sun. 

Consul Felix 8 8. Johnsen of Bergen 
describes the pulp industry of Norway 
aa fiouriening. For a long time Nor- 
wegian pulp wooed has played an im- 
portant part in supplying the werld’s 
needs, while a considerable local de- 
mand has been met. In 196 Norway 
exported 87,413 tons of paper and its 
products, valued at 16,353,200 crowns 
(crown equal to 248 cents), besides 60,- 
627 tons of wood pulp worth 31,982,400 
crowns. Of the wood pulp the Tnited 
States took 19277 tons, Great Britain 
took 292371 .tona, France 95,808 tons, 
Belgium 4,699 tonsa, Holland, 26,449 tons, 
wenmark 17,154 tons, Germany, 8015 
tons, and Spain 6975 tons. The remain- 
der went to Sweden, Russia, Portugal, 
Italy, Mexico, Argentina, India, Chfiha, 
Japan, and Australia. The machinery 
used in the pulp making is of Norwe- 
gian manufacture. About 20 per cent of 
Norway is covered by fore&ts. Since 
1801 the Norwegian Forest Society has 
planted about 30,000,000 trees, while the 
Government plants about 1,500,000 a 
year,

St. Louis has an official taster. 

Not exactly the kind that used to take 
long chances with their lives by tasting 
what the kings of our forefathers ate 
and drank so that the enemies of the 
monarchs couldn't poison them, but, 
nevertheless, a real, live taster. 

And, what’s more, this taster, judge 
and censor of various and sundry sub- 


stances, is a Government official. He 
cannot be found sitting at the door of 
Mayor Wells’ office waiting to taste his 
Honor’s lunch before the latter par- 
takes of it, nor does he make his ren- 
dezvous in any of the offices of the 
high Government jurists at the Fed- 
eral building. He wears not the long, 
patriarchal beard of the historic tasters 
of the courts of old nor dresses in the 
flowing robes of that generation. 

But, as a taster he’s an expert. His 
name is il. G. Nutt and his official 
Government title is Chief Internal Reve- 
nue Agent at St. 1..uls. His is the duty 
of decreeing whether or not a liquid, 
substance that is supposed to be for 
medicinal purposes contains enough al- 
cpholic or spirituous ingredients to be 
subject to the Government tax on 
Uquors.

.The question of robbing the treasury of even so 
little as $126 a month is vital to every citizen. 
If Naughton is to be paid then any number of 
absentees might enjoy municipal pensions at the 
hands of corrupt officials. If Naughton is to be 
paid, then the payrolls may be padded in al- 
most ahy manner and to any extent that the offi- 
clals desire. 

Naughton is no more entitled to draw a » salary 
for the period since he became a fugitive in con- 
tempt of court than are our former municipal 
servants who are now serving terms in the State 
Penitentiary —than Daniel J. Kelley of Paris, 
France. 

If Naughton should remain a fugitive during 
the remainder of his term would the officials of 
St. Louis dare mail lfm his salary on the theory 
that he is still a public officer? A fugitive can- 
not be retained in office through the fiction of 
a “leave of absence,” for the sole purpose of 
permitting him to bilk the treasury. 

‘The people of St. Louis will know whom to hold 
responsible and whom to proceed against if 
Naughion is paid one cent in his absence. If 
he is paid it will be because the Clerk of the

defendant.” Undeniably, the motive behind spe- 
cial jury laws is a desire to make sure of ‘some- 
bedy’s conviction. 

This is an outgrowth of the dass epiett in 
America. There are elements here which look 
upon some statutory offenses as harmless, and 
there are others with so keen a prefedice for or 
againet various classes that their service as jurors 
is certain to promote injustice, Appreciating thése 

ditions, special juries are permissable under

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ON THE SUBJECT OF MILK. 

Under our complicated system of laws it is well/ 
for the officers of: great cities charged with the 
protection of public health to take advantage of} 
every expedient which has been found to work’ 
| well elsewhere. 

A remark made fn these columns recently to the 
effect that the St. Louis Health Department might 
place inspectors at various dairies in Illinois was 
instantly challenged by an esteemed correspond- 
ent, who pointed out the lack of legal authority 
and the difficulties presented by the commerce 
clause of the Federal Constitution. These ob- 
jections may appear to be insuperable at first 
glance, but that they are not -so is proved in 
the case of Chicago, for example. 

There are extensive dairies in Wisconsin from 
which Chicago receives a large supply of milk. 
The Health Department of that city inspects 
these establishments exactly as it would if they 
were in the Staie of Illinois, and if for any reason 
‘they are held to be improperly conducted or their 
product is found to be impure, the facts are 
officially set forth and shipments cease until they 
can pass the inspection.’ 

In the absence of Federal! action, an interdicted 
dairy unquestionably possesses the right under 
the National Constitution to ship its product into 
Illinois, but of what value is that right if on tHe 
arrival of the milk at Chicago it is seized, con- 
demned and destroyed? The Wisconsin inspection 
becomes effective in law as soon as the tainted 
milk passes into the jurisdiction of the Chicago 
Health Department. There is a point in this 
which may be studied here to advantage. 

In the first place, dairymen are constrained by 
the most powerful of motives to keep on terms 
of amity with the Chicago authorities. They 
know that sooner or later their product must pass 
this inspection and they naturally waive one not 
very valuable legal right in order to enjoy another 
that is absolutely essential to their business. They 
are not particularly interested in getting. their im- 
pure milk to Chicago if they know that it is going 
into the sewers soon after its arrival there. 

St. Louis, therefore, is not dependent upon the 
big Federal machine at Washington for protection 
againat filthy dairles and impure milk in and 
from Illinois. Acting upon information received 
at first hand from its own agents fit can so ar- 
range matters that no Illinois dairy will find it 
worth while to ignore the simplest rules of sani- 
tary science or the elementary principles of com- 
mon honesty. 

‘Nothing is called for in a case of this kind but 
@ teasonable amount of backbone on this side of 
the river and ordinary vigilance and rectitude on 
the part of the city’s inspectors on the_ other 
side.

fective almost anywhere.
